Thusno diftin&ion is made between 
forcibly entering a dwelling and commit- 
ting a larceny therein, where not dune bur- 
giarioully, and telonioufly taking the pro- 
perty of another when expofed inthe high- 
way. 

Afcending from the loweft to ene of the 
higheft {pecies of felony, a fimilar defeét 
prefents itfelt. In the crime of murder 
there are various degrees of turpitude, 
but no difcrimination of punifhment. A 
deliberate and premeditatea kitling, with 
exprefs malice, is certainly more criminal 
in the eye of religion and morality, than 
where the malice arifes by legal implica- 
tion alone. So morder committed in the 
perpetration, or attempt to perpetrate any 
of the higher offences, is certainly more 
criminal, than where it is the confequence 
of an inteuded trefpafs or a mere want of 
due caution. Thefe diflinétions, I am 
perfuaded, accord with public fentiment, 
as muft be evident to al! thofe who have 
witnefled the embarraffment of jurors, when 
direéted that the law impofes upon them 
to find one guilty of Murder whom they 
verily believe never intended to commit it. 
This is placing them in a delicate fituation, 
and offering violence to tender confcien- 
ces. 

The crimes of forgery and counterfeit- 
ing arealfo fufceptible of a clafiification of 
their various fpecies. A detailed plan of 
{uch an improvement would far exceed 
the proper limus of this addrefs. 1 fhall 
therefore referve it for a future occafion. 


In the event of an irterruption of the har- 
mony which has fubfified between the Uni- 
ted States and the maritime powers of Eu- 
rope, we cannot butlook with anxietytowards 
the defencele{s {tate of our principal fea- 
port. Toafford it compleat proteltion againft 
an invading force, would require an expence 
beyond the ordinary refources of the fate, 
and is an obje& emphatically appertaining 
tothe general government.

Experiments in Agriculture,

EXPERIMENT I. 


N the year 1785, I fowed three a- 


eres, ut light ifinglafs foil, containing a | 


little clav, with barley and clover. Inthe 
month of April the following year, I di- 
vided the field into three parts, and flrew- 
ed fix bufhels of Gypfumon No. 1. the 
fame quantity of American Gypfum, 
brought from the bay of Fundy, on No. 2. 
and leit the intermediate fpace No. 
without any. On cutting the firlt crop 
that year, little difference could be “obfer- 
ved, the fecond crop produced double the 
quanty of grafs, where the Gypfum had 
been put ; and the fucceeding year the dif- 
ference was {till greater in favorof this ma- 
nure; earlyin O&. in 1787, the clover 
lea was ploughed once, about four inches 
‘deep, was fowed with rye, and in that 
rough ftate wes harrowed, the rye was of 
a fuperior quality and double the quantity 
on number one andtwothanonthree. Af- 
ter harvell, the rye Rubble was plowed and 
fowedY with buck-wheat, when a fir:king 
difference was ftill obfervable in favor of 
the Gyplum.

He 
alfo ordered the gates of Cadiz to be open. 
ed at 12 o’clock at night, and went him. 
felt to conduét them into the city. The 
gates of Cadiz were never betore opened 
alter daik, which is there confidered the 
greateft mark of refpe& that can be fhewa 
to the moft exalted individual. The Gen. 
eral was waited upon and welcomed by all 
the diftinguifhed perfonages, both French 
and Spanifh, in the city. 





The French papers fay, that in July, 
Lord Nelfon fenta frigate, witha third 
Meffenger to Algiers, to demand the ref. 
toration of certain veffels, the releafe ofa 
number of feamen, indemnity for certain 
loffes; that the Britifh Couful fhould be 
received agair, and that the Dey fhould a- 
pologife for his condv@. The Dey not 
only fill continues to refufe to comply 
with thofe demands, but he infifts on hav- 
ing large fums of the Englifh before he re- 
cieves the Conful again.

In my laft communication dated Tan- 
gier Bay, 17th init. I informed you of 
Commodore Barron’s having fent the Con- 
grefs and Effex on this coaft in confe- 
quence otf advices received trom Mr. 
Simpfon our conful at Tangier, of my in- 
tention to leave the Effex to watch the 
conduét of two galleys at that place and of 
my proceeding imimediately to Salle toin- 
form myfelf, of the movements, and if 
poflible, of the intentions ofthe Emperor’s 
three fhips mentioned in Mr, Simpfon’s 
communications to Commodore Barron,
